Last Wpilnesday. April 11, was 
the seventy-first anniversary of the 
death of Bishop England, the flrst 
Catholic priest to address Congress. 
The Right Hi v. John England, 
Binhop of Cliarleston, was born In 
the City ol C-ork r)ri September 23, 
1786, and died in Charleston, S. C, 
April 11. 1842. 

That afternoon the Charleston 
Patriot wrote: "This eminent pre- 
late breathed hia last this morning 
about 5 o'elodc. Thus iuw been ex- 
tingnished in its meridian luster 
one of the most brilliant lights of 
the Catholic churdi la the Western 
hemisphere." 

The Charleston Merewy of April 
.12 -writes: "He was a man of rare 
talents, of various learning, elo- 
quent, puMii spiiited, one equally 
rapable ol udorniiiK ttio walks of 
private and nieetinn tlie etuergen- 
cles of putilic duty " 

The Republican of April in 
writes: "The Bishop wa^ w. ii 
known in this country and in Eur- 
ope, not only as an enliglitened and 
sealous prelate, but as a profound 
and elegant scholar." 

The CathoHc ReraM writes: "In 
his death not only has Catholicity 
to mourn one of her purest and 
ablest champions, but Christianity 
one of its most brilliant oniaiucnts, 
for who that ever listened to lils 
defense of his faith and explana- 
tion of his doctrines but felt 'that 
(ruth nom his lips prevailed with 
double sway.' " 

The lioston I'ilot wiites: "Bishop 
lOngland is dead! None shall again 
hear liini, with a monarch's TOice, 
proclaim the great doctrines of the 
Catholic church. No more shall we 
see that glorious countenance 
radlKfiV with the halo of divine in- 
splfation; never again shall we lis- 
ten to his exalted precepts; no 
more shall the mind bow captive to 
the masculine power of his logic, or 
the perspicuous and overwhelming 
splendor of his reasoning. That 
proud and toweling intellect that 
eeenied to reach heaven in its fliKht, 
and draw proofs of the immaculate 
purity of his creed from its eternal 
throne, hath left its earthly lene- 
meat and ascended to its kindred 
element. God hath taken to Him- 
self the brightest and purest of the 
land! him, who like some Otaristian 
Jupiter wielded the thunder of 
truth and went forth to Illumine the 
path of the desponding mortal; who 
ivoke but to convince, and who 
shed a glory refulgent with hope 
around the sceptic heart. All feel 
that one has gone down to the 
grave the greatness of wliose mind 
and whose benevolence and elo- 
quent example have ennobled hu- 
man nature. That tlie earth has 
closed ovir one yiho has stood a 
pillar of immovable power to the 
Catholic church of America; whose 
resplendent genlns, CMllowsd with 
the sacred influence of his high and 
holy mission, shone forth In the 
beauty and majesty of a mind en- 
dowed with more than human in- 
tellect. None can feel the terrible 
calamity that has fallen upon the 
ministry of truth and religion but 
those who have listened to him 
when pouring forth the reflertions 
of his lofty mind, who have heard 
his masterly and convincing reason- 
ing, and felt <he power of his 
sublime oratory. Far from the land 
of his kindred, whidi he loved so 
well, he slumbers in the tomb, over 
whose dust ages may roll, but not 
produce one so great, eb pure, so 
good." 

On one Occasion he was preach- 
ing at Baltimore. During his stay 
a ludy of rank and refinement vis- 
ited the city to consult a dentist. 
The latter requested her to excuse 
him that day, as he had made an 
engagement which he was very aux 
ious to keep. "In fact, madam, 
Bishop England, the most cele 
brate<l preacher In our country, is 
DOW in this city, and I had de- 
lerniinrd to hear him." The lady 
withdrew; but not well knowing 
bow to dispose of iter time, thought 
she could not do baiter than go and 
hear the famous preacher. She 
weqt, and eo iitrong was the intpres 
sion produced in her mind that she 
became half a Catholic on tlie spot. 
On her return she confided to her 
brother the change wrought in her 
opinions respecting the Catholic 
church The brother received tlit 
intelligence with alarm and indigna- 
tion. Hut how was he to draw her 
back from the goal to which Khe 
was hurrying? To convince bar of 
what he regarded as her lolly he 
commenced an earnest cdarse of 
reading and inQulry; and in order 
to foil the Bishop with his own 
weapons, he resolved to hear him 
preach. He did go. and such was 
the power of the preacher and the 
honest candor of the listener that 
the alarmed and indignant brother 
was actually received Into the 
church before the sister, who was 
only on the road to It! From the 
date of his conversion the Catholic 
church In America had not a bolder 
or abler champion than William

The subject of this sketch was 
educated in Cork until his lifteenth 
year. Was then taught privately 
for two years, and entered the Car- 
low College, August 31, 1803. In 
his nineteenth year he began to 
deliver ca,techetical instructions in 
the parish chapel and sealously in- 
structed the soldiers in garrison at 
Cork. He also established a female 
reformatory, together with male 
and female poor schools. Out of 
these schools grew the Presentation 
Convent. He was ordained priest In 
Cork, October 10, 1809, and was 
appointed lecturer at the Cathedral, 
in the same year he published the 
"Religious Repertory," established 
a circulating llbiary in the parish 
of St. .Mary. Shandon, and attended 
the city jail. In tile elections of 
1812 he fearlessly exerted his In- 
fluence, maintaining that "in vindi- 
cating the political rights of his 
countrymen he waa but asserting 
their liberty of conscience." In 
1814 he vigorously and successfully 
assailed with tongue and pen the 
Insidious veto measure which threat- 
ened disaster to the church In Ire- 
land. Next to O'Connell's, his in- 
fluence was the greatest In the 
agitation which culminated in Cath- 
olic emancipation. To help this 
cause he founded the Chronicle, 
which he continued to edit until he 
left Ireland. In 1817 he was ap- 
pointed parish priest of Bandon 
ACter three years in Bandon he was 
l>romoted to the episcopal see of 
Charleston.

The flirtation la over; Carranza Is 
seated more or le.ss seciir»'ly, and 
he preachers, their wives and their 
luo^-'i'ny can no longer look into his 
Ireaiiiy Southern eyes and read 
herein the oonquest of the "Scarlet 
Woman." 

It is a short etory — Just this: 
The Mexican constitution confis- 
cates every foot and stick of 
Protestant mission psopeity. and 
the indignant preachers are dam- 
oraus for justice. The shoe to now 
on their foot, and the pressure is 
unbearable. It was a joyous eight 
to see Rome eruflhed. At the time 
that God was bla.sphemed, churches 
desecrated, priests iiuirdt're<l and 
Sisters maltreated, two preaihers 
fittted through our countiy, singing 
of the new kingdom of glory into 
which Proteetantfaun was to come 
through the guns and daggers of 
ruffians.

It means simply that 
ijfter the first of May the Govern- 
ment of Mexico becomes the abso- 
lute owner of all religious property 
in Mexico. It doesn't matter 
whether this consists of churchee or 
hospitals, convents or parsonages. 
This doeen't necessarily mean that 
the religious institutions will be 
suppressed. Indeed this wasn't the 
purpose of the framers of the con- 
stitution. It means simply that the 
OovemmeBt will reserve the right 



to name the conditions under which 
religious worship aball be conducted 
an<l the u.-e to which the property 
of religious organizations sli.ill be 
put. To continue to worsliip or con- 
duct business in the bull, lings which 
the Government will take over, pro- 
viding the constitution is permitted 
to stand, it will be neceesary for 
the deaomioation^ affected to rent 
or lease what wii. originally their 
own property. Thme is nothing ap- 
parently in the (Wistltution which 
obligates the Governmeat even to 
take this course, but this ''coaces- 
sion' is implied."

Tlie world war while focosing the 
attention of the masses- npo^ the 
activities of the great armies has 
also brought into prominence the 
more merciful and benignant career 
of the nursf;. It will be of timely 
Intei-est therefore to hear facts un- 
familiar to the majority of our peo- 
ple concerning the historv and de- 
velopment ot nursing in our coun- 
try. Here again we can turn with 
justllteble sattofaction to the pages 
of a rscenUy pnbllshed book by a 
non-CaOiolie and read from the pea 
of an outsider a remarkahle trHrate 
to the work which the eburcb has 
accomplished in this field. In 
"Health Nur.slng," by Mary SewaU 
Gardner, R. N., we are told that 
in America, as in England, the 
sick have been cared for by nuns 
and Sisters, both in and out of 
hospitals, since the earliest settle- 
ment days. One can not ivad of the 
hardships so heroically endured by 
the Sisters in their . liorts to nurse 
the Indians in Canada in the flrst 
half of the seventeenth century 
Without thriUs of admiration, and 
at an even earlier date Spanish nuns 
were at, work in the hosplUU of 
Mexico." 

Herein our author but corrobor* 
Ues the testimony of Charles P. 
[..oomis, who records in his "The 
Awakening ot a Nation" that a 
oyal hospital for Indians -was 
ouuded in .Mexico in 155.3, that in 
the great epidemic of 1762 this 
same hospital cared for 8,362 per- 
sons: that besides this there were 
mi^ny otlier hospitals founded in 
various parts ol .Mexln) before our 
own country was anything more 
than a very primitive colonial set- 
tlement. Summing up their work 
Loomls emiaims: "No other nation 
(than Spain) has founded ex- 
tensively such beneficiaries in iu 
colonies, and few colonies have 
built so well upon their Inherit- 
ance. We may pick flaws in these 
fiistitutions as administered while 
we Were hanging witches, but UlO 
nstiiulions were there -and are 
there yet." 

Miss Gardner iu turn bears out 
Loomls In this his last as.oertlon 
when she states that: "The Pilgritu 
fathers and mothers were made of 
different material, and came to the * 
new world 'for other reasons thaa 
those which brought their French 
and Spanish neighbors. They caOM 
to make for themselves homes, and 
their religion took little heed of the 
Indian or the state of his soul. 
Among the eaily Canadian settlers 
on tiie otlier liand were Jesuit 
priests, who came for the sole pur- 
pose of converting the savages and 
iw in the nursing skill ot the Sis- 
ters an Important means to that 
nd." 

Even so important a settlement 
as Montreal was intended primarily 
not so much as a center for trade 
as a gathering point for i^e activi-. 
ties of faith and mercy. For .as oar 
author continues, "Montreal came 
into existence as a mission consist- 
ing of three communities, one of 
priests to manage the affairs of the 
colony, one of nuns to teach the 
faith to the children, and one of 
Sisters to nurse the sick; and all 
this arranged in obedience to what 
wa.s believed to be a direct revela- 
tion of God, before there was any 
colony to manage, and children to 
teach or any sick to nurse." 

What a glaring contrast to this 
picture ot devotion to tiie Catholic 
ideal of chftrity and mercy, and for 
that matter to Catholic efficiency, is 
that offered to us when we are told 
in the mme chapter et the devel- 
spment of nursing In New England. 

The newly established eomiuuuities 
In the Fnglish colonies, however, 
were not long without their sick, 
and as the little villages grew pro- 
vl.'?ion was made in hospitals The 
first, Blockely in Philadelphia and 
Bellevue In New York, were started 
as what we would now call poor- 
bouses, and dreadful Indeed was 
their nursing hUtory. No tales ot 
ths cruel neglect of English alms- 
house anrsing of ths same period 
can exceed those that can be told 
of these two hospitato. Lurid pic- 
tures come down to us of drunken 
attendants lighting like furiee over 
the beds of their patients, or lying 
in soddi^n unconsciousness besikleg 

the bodies ot the dead." 

Thus we see that in this SO im- 
portant field of charity the church 
has a record apleadid indeed. It 
need but be kaown to command the 
reverence and gratitude of all truly 
interested In the welfare of lasti- 
ttttlons which maks for the better- 
ment and ennoblement ot our race.

Rev. Father Louis C. Ohle, pas- 
tor of 8t. Martin's church and one 
of the most belored priests of the 
Louisville diocese, who had been 
in poor health for over a year, was 
released from his earthly suffering 
Tuesday morning. Father Ohle was 
an unnssumlng^ but earnest priest 
of God. and not'only In St. Martin's 
parish hut throughout the diocese 
and State his death will be mouined. 
Catholic 8o''ietle8 will miss him, 
as he was ever their friend and ad- 
viser and a strong supporter of the 
CathoUo Knighta of America. 
Knights of St. Jotin, St. Charies 
(he Great Booietr end St. Martin's 
Bmderbund. Father Ohle esme to 
this country in 1871 and to Louls- 
rUle in 1*74. servluK for over three 
years as Secretai-y to the late Bishop 
McCloskey and aa assistant pastor 
Bt the Cathedral. In 1 879 he was 
transferred to Hardstown, later be- 
coming pastor of a church at St. 
.Matthews. He hstd charge of a 
church at Oweoeboro from 1886 to 
1891, wheq he became pastor ot 
St. Francis of AasisI church on the 
Bardstown road. He remained 
there nine years and. then was put 
in change of St. Vincent de Paul's 
church, where he was located five 
years. For twelve years he had 
lieen i)astoi- of St. M«rtin'.~ chuicli. 
In addition to his religious work 
he was principal of the parochial 
schools of the churches of which he 
had served as pastor and was re- 
garded as an aUe educator. His 
only rolatlvee in America are his 
oonaina. Miaa Mary Hager. who for 
jrears had been his housekeeper, 
and the Rev. Father Fred William 
Hager. of Bismarck, N. D. Wednes- 
day morning the' remains were 
taken from the rectoiy to the 
church, where they lay in state 
until the funeral Thursday morning, 
a constant stream passing into the 
church to offer a prayer for the re- 
poee of bis soul. The olBce for the 
dead was chanted previous to the 
mass, the sanctuary and front pews 
being flUed by priests from this and 
adjacent dioceses. The solemn re- 
quiem mass began at 10 o'clock, 
with the following pHests officiat- 
ing: Very Rev. J. r ("ronin, V. G., 
celebrant; Jtev.
